FARM PRICES 
IN STATE LOWER 
OR UNCHANGED 


Average prices received by Cali- 
fornia farmers for a majority of 
their products were unchanged, or 
lower, as of mid-August, as com- 
pared to a month earlier, accord-’ 
ing to a report released this week 
by the California Crop and Live- 
stock Reporting service. 

Prices for several commodities 
including dried beans, cotton lint, 
veal calves, lambs and wool con- 
tinued to decline during the month 
ending August 15. Barley, po- 
tatoes, grapefruit and turkey 


mid-July. 

During the same period orange 
and lemon prices rose sharply. 
Prices for milk cows, chickens and 
eggs increased moderately, while 
beef cattle and hog prices ad- 
vanced to the highest level since 
March of this year, 

Prices paid ‘by producers for 
nearly all livestock and poultry 
feeds were the same as a month 
ago. The only exceptions were 
slightly higher prics for mixed 
dairy feeds, laying mash and mill 
run, :

104,500 TONS 
OF RAISINS ON 
TRAYS SEPT. 4 


The equivalent of 104,500 tons 
of natural dried raisins will re- 
sult from that portion of the crop 
| Sept on trays to the close of 
September 4, it was announced 
MI this week by the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting. 

This estimate relates only to 
Thompson Seedless,. Muscat and 
Sultana varieties in the seven 
counties of Kern, Kings, Tulare, 
Fresno, Madera, Merced, and 
Stanislaus. The estimate of 104,- 
500 tons would be approximately 
79 per cent of the state total pro- 
duction of natural raisins of these 
three main varieties in 1950. 

This survey also indicates that 
raisin grape growers in these seven 
counties, as of September 4, in- 
tended to harvest 119,000 acres, of 
these three main varieties of raisin 
grapes, for the production of both 
natural and bleached raisins, or 
about the same as_ reported in 
Late August. 

If this acreage is actually har- 
vested for this use, it will be 11 
per cent more than was harvest- 
ed in 1950. Appproximately 82,300 
acres, or 38 per cent of the total 
bearing acreage of the three va= 
rieties covered in the area sur- 
veyed, were indicated to have been 
harvested to the close of Septem- 
ber 4, 1951.
